• SAC El Paso advises SA | ~[ during the time that the negotiations 

were underway between SA Crosby and the subjects, put on an airport 
equipment uniform and made several reconnaissance .trips to the aircraft. 
Because of;these efforts the early accurate information about the situation 
aboard the plane 1 : was received. In a ddition, just prior to the time that the 
subjects were taken into custody, SA ] [ exhibited exceptional ingenuity, 
aggressiveness and courage in surreptitiously entering the forward baggage 
compartment of the aircraft. He then gained entry to the cockpit in order 
to be in a position to assist in subduing the subjects if that became necessary. 
During this time- SAC Crosby was in the aircraft attempting to pursuade the 
subjects to surrender. SAC points out that the presence of | ^in the 
cockpit and his awareness of it made it possible for him and the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service Officer^ to jump the Beardens with a reasonable 
assurance that they would not be able to get to their “fir eamns/"' ‘

In addition, 

SA Boyce exhibited excep tional aggre ssiveness and ingenuity in breaking into 
the cockpit at the time the l I were arrested . SAs Th omas B. White, Jr. , 

and Oliver (3. Nordmarken interviewed the vounger f i This was a 

difficult interview but a signed statement was obtained which will be of great 
value in the prosecution of the case. Iii addition, SA 'White ac companied 
SA Boyce into the cabin immediately prior to the arrest of the l I 

and assisted in taking them into custody . r This was done in the midst of 
confusion and required ingenuity, initiative and courage. In addition, 

SA, Nordmarken handled liaison with the military and the Air Force from 
the inception of the case. He participated in the handling of other lav/ 
enforcement agencies at the scene. Nordmarken also did the spur of the 
moment planning. for an attack on the aircraft for the / arrest of the subjects 
in the event t hat it became neces sary. This exhibited great thoughtfulness 
and skill. SA | was with the SAC continuously from the 

beginning of the investigation until the arraignment. He made innumerable 
suggestions which were well thought. out and carefully considered. He did 
the spur of the moment organizi ng and e xpediting of the actual fire-power 
which disabled the aircraft; SA | ~i was with the SAC when they 
pursued the aircraft down the runway and exhibited great coolness and 
deliberation by getting into a position where the demolition of two key 
tires oh the aircraft were assured. 


SA James R. Grimes handled many of the phone calls and did 
- much of the screening throughout the long morning, thereby releaving the 
SAC of that responsibility. He. showed excellent judgment in his handling 
of these matters and iii his, numerous contacts with other law enforcement 
agencies and airlines peopie. He was cool, deliberate and extremely 
efficient. ASAC Jack C. Spencer handled the dispatch of Agents, communi-. 
cations and equipment to the airport as heeded. He handled the press at 
the office, communications with the Bureau, communications with other 
agencies with dispatch and efficiency. 


The SAC points out that the behavior, discipline, initiative, industry, 
courage, and skill of all persons participating in this investigation were in 
the’ best traditions of the Bureau. He recommends a general letter of 
commendation to the office so that copies may be placed in appropriate 
personnel files of other participating Agents, and El Paso personnel.

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RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE GENERAL INVESTIGATIVE DIVISION 


It is felt that this investigation was handled in a highly commendable 
fashion and that considerable skill, ingenuity and courage was exhibited to 
bring the matter to a successful conclusion without injury to passengers, 
employ ees of t he airlines or Bureau personnel. It is therefore recommended 
that SA | ~| be given an incentive award in an amount to be determined by 
the Administrative Division. It is further recommended that individual 
letters of commendation be forwarded to the captioned Agents and that a 
general letter of commendation be forwarded to the SAC so that copies may 
be placed in appropriate personnel files of other participating Agents, as well* 
as stenographic, clerical personnel and the radio operator of the El Paso 
Office. £2* 


Despite the fact that at one time SAC Francis Crosby, under the 
great stress, and tenseness of this situation, made a committment which 
should not have been done, his over-all operation and results achieved are 
believed worthy ,of special recognition. Crosby took control of a difficult 
situation, directed the activities .of .all law enforcement agencies that were 
present and was recognized by the people there as the spokesman, the leader 
f and the individual that had to save the crew, hostages and plane. be 


In entering the plane unarmed, which entry permitted the escape 
of three hostages and five crew members, Crosby demo nstrated the utmost 
i courage. His handling of the hour long attempt to induce I I surrender 

set up the situation and he, despite a weakened physical condition, personally 
subdued one of the subjects. 


It is felt that the over -all work performed by Crosby under this

He was fully aware 
the important nature of this matter and the necessity for 
consummating this interview without delay. Frohbose, after being 
followed by the Bureau as to the status of this interview, furnished 
misinformation to the effect that his office was unable to interview 
[ Martin because he and his wife were out for the evening, b,ut 
that his Agents were on the scene and would interview Martin as 
\ soon as he was available. This v/as at 11:30 P.M., on April 11, 1962. 

i. This information was the basis for the Director’s statement 

; to the President concerning the lateness of the interview with 
Martin. In view .of this dereliction, it is recommended that SAC 
Frohbose be censured. 

Although SA McGrath relied on the information he had received 
from the Philadelphia Office concerning the interview of Martin, and 
acted on this information as a matter of expediency he feels that it is 
possible that had he pinned down that office to specifics at the time 
the footnote in question was prepared, the true circumstances of 

I EIartin.’s interview might have been obtained. McGrath recommends that 
he be censured for not having taken this additional precautionary step. 

I concur. 


Mr. /Belmont should' also be censured. He did not run down the 
specifics of this matter until after the Director had talked to the 
President, despite the fact that the Director told Belmont he had been 
using this information as a defense for the Bureau’s position.

Prompt, 
and stringent administrative action shall be taken .against any officer or employee 
determined to have Been knowingly responsible for any release or disclosure of 
classified defense information or material except in' the manner authorized by these 
regulations. Whenever a violation of criminal statutes may be involved in a delib- 
erate unauthorized, release* or disclosure of classified defense information, criminal 
prosecution, in* an appropriate case, shall alsp. be instituted."
